1 HAVE the honour to submit the annual report on the working of the 
Provincial Museum, Lucknow, for the year ending 31st March 1915. 

I. Committee of Management:— The Hon'ble Mr. H. C. Ferard, C.I.E., 
I.C.S., hold charge of the office of the President till I took over charge of the 
Lucknow Division. Pandit Hirananda Shastri, the Curator of the Museum, 
worked as Secretary throughout the year. About the end of the year when the 
term of membership had expired the Managing Committee was reconstituted and 
with the approval of the Government the following members were elected for the 
nest two years.

1 5. Pandit Hirauanda Shastri, M.A., M.O.L., Curator of the Museum. 

Daring this year the Committee met three times, on the 25th of August 
1914, the 1st of February and the 27th of March 1915. All important business 
transacted at these meetings is recorded below snider the respective heads of the 
report. 

2. Establishment 'The head clerk, Bftbu Prayag Dayal, was promoted to 
the rank of Supervisor on a graded salary of Rs. 75-5-100 in consideration of tho 
good work he had been doing during the last 12 years of his service and his 
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general proficient. * The second clerk was transferred and another man wnS 
taken in hie place. As the old taxi tier mist had to retire and no trained hand 
was available to fill up the vacancy a man, who possessed some rudimentary 
knowledge of taxidermy, was selected and sent to the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
for training under the guidance of the head taxidermist there. Ms returned in 
November "with a certificate of proficiency to take over charge from the retiring 
incumbent whose services were retained till the 6th of that month. Hie gardener 
attached to the staff of the Museum as well as the Bhisbti, who had grown old and 
unfit for work, were permitted to retire on gratuity. r Ibo post of the former has 
not yet been tilled up. 

3. Working of the Museum .—During the year under review the Museum 
has made considerable progress. The Picture Gallery and the Ethnic Court have 
been thrown open to visitors. The antiquities unearthed at Knsiu in the 
Gorakhpur district have been arranged and exhibited in a room which was set 
apart for the purpose and is now open to the public. The arms which were lying in 
the old Museum building were brought in and have been displayed in suitable cases 
in a room which will soon "be improved by skylights. All the exhibit rooms except 
the Sahcth M&heth room, which has no show cases, are now open to the general 

public. ... ( 

Mr, C. J. Brown has finished arranging the Mughal cams excepting those of 
Shah ‘Alum II. The Curator arranged the Gupta coins and is now working on 
the coi ns of the Pat ban Sultans with a view to arrange and catalogue them, i he 
publication of the catalogue of the Archaeological Section has, it is regretted, to be 
unavoidably postponed for Dr. J. Ph. Vogel, who is now io Holland, is withholding 
the manuscript scut to him for revision for fear of loss in transit. The portion 
dealing with the Epigraphiesl Section, however, has been printed. 

With the approval of the Government a class has been started in the 
Museum where the Curator imparts instruction in archaeology. It was opened in 
November, The Inspector of Schools in the Lucknow circle, with the approval of 
the Director of Public Instruction in these Provinces, arranged with the local nigh 
Schools and the Training College to send one or two masters, interested in Indian 
History, to the Museum to attend the Curator's lectures for an hour a week. In 
the beginning there were 14 students; mostly graduates. Towards the end of 
March the students from the Training College had to withdraw on account of their 
examination and two men, one of whom is working in the Examiner s cilice and the 
other in the Jubilee High School, joined the class. Now there are eight students 
who ore more or less regular in attendance. In all 14 Icoturos were delivered , 
three on Jainism, four on Buddhism, three on Indian sculpture and four on 
Epigraphy. They were mostly general in character and intended to interest the 
students in the main branches of Indian archaeology. The Curator illustrated 
his lectures by the exhibits deposited in the Museum and by photographs, In 
Epigraphy he lectured on the history of the Brabrai and Kharosbthi scripts and 
taught the students how to read the Mauryan or early Brahml alphabet. *1 bia he 
did by means of charts, enlarged copies of the Brahml inscriptions at Bharhut, 
estampages and squeezes of sonic of the A sokan inscriptions. It is proposed to 
have a course of two years during which it is hoped the .Andcuts will acquire 
sufficient knowledge to work independently. At present the undertaking is only 
experimental. If it proves a success, the educational authorities, will arrange 
with the schools in the Mufassil to depute teachers to Lucknow for trai nin g in 
Archaeology. 

Under the sanction of the Government, conveyed in G.O.no. lIlAhjT, 

dated 21st November ID 1*1, Pandit II iron and a Shastri contributed a note on. the 
Archaeology of Mandi State in the Punjab to the State Gazetteer which is being 
drawn by the Superintendent of the principality. At the request of the Director 
General of Archaeology in India he was deputed to Samath to take part in the 
archaeological explorations carried on under the supervision of the Superintendent, 
Hindu and Buddhist Monuments. There ho explored the area which lies to the 
west of the A sot a pillar and succeeded iu bringing to light besides the remains 
nf early monastic buildings some highly interesting sculptures of the Mauryan aud 
Suuga periods a few of which bore inscriptions in the Bruhmi characters of those 
times. 
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4 A&tuiiUims ^The total number of accessions to the Museum during 
this vear was 545. Some of these are on loan. Others have been acquired oit r 
bv purchase or as presents. They aw listed in the appendices at the end, the more 
important ones being noticed with some details under the following sections.

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The other nd^tion which may here be described in some detail is the copper¬ 
plate inscription of Govindachandra of the G&hadav&la dynasty which Is dated in 
Sam vat 1186 and has not yet been published or noticed before. It is incised on 
a single plate which measures IG^ylSJ* and though having a hole at the 
middle of the top cud, evidently meant for passing a l ing, has no seal such as is 
seen accompanying similar documents of this king. It is written in Sanskrit 
language and Dcvauagari script. Jn all it has 24 lines of writing. The first 
eleven give the genealogy of the donor in verses identical with those found on his 
t other grants that have been brought to light. The rest register the object of the 

inscription which is as follows :— 

Govindachandradeva, on Friday the 2ad t it hi of the bright half of Margga- 
Jsiraba) of the year U 86, after bathing in the Gauges at Benares and worshipping 
feiva, Vishnu and others, granted to Nine Barman, the son of Thakkura ferlchaadra 
and grandson of Jay acta, a Brahman of the Sandilya ejotra whose three pravuras 
were Ssiridilya, A sit a and D nival a, the village of Kapasf in the Mangalajathi 
pat tala. Along with the taxes bh'tgabhogakara and pravaiiilara it also mentions 
tUTiishkadanda, he. ‘‘ the tax levied for the purpose of checking the imminent danger 
to ancient civilization and religion from the Moslems." It was written by 
Thakkura Vikvarflpa who is evidently identical with the writer of one of the Kamauli 
plate grants (viz, the one dated in Saiiivat 1184) o( Govindachandra. 

The plate belongs to the Baja of Itaunjii, a taluqadar of Oudli, and lias been 
secured for loan exhibition through Pandit Ganesh Bihar! Misra of Lucknow. 

The two Talekvar copper-plate inscriptions which have been added to the 
Epigraphies! Section this year may also bo noticed bore in passing. These are 
engraved on two cop per -plates. One of them ascribes itself to Dyutivarmnmn, 
the son of A&nivarmmaa and the other to Vishi.mvarmman, the son of. 
Dyutivarmuian. These persons have not been identified. A seal is soldered at 
the right side of each of these plates. The legend on the two soils is identical 
and assigns both the charters to the great grandson of Vishnuvarmman, 

These plates, dug out accidently in the ourso of terracing a field at Talc&var 
near Deghat Fust Office of the Almora district, wer% presented by the Collector 
* for deposit in the Museum. 

7. Numismatics .— During the year under report 14 gold, 147 silver and 64 
copper or billon coins making a total of 225 have been added to the cabinets. Of 
these 29 were purchased. Of the rest 180 were acquired by the Government of 
the United Provinces as treasure trove and 16 wore presented by other 

f, . jj administrations or institutions named in Appendix B. Among the gold coins one 

e 4 "P* 1 is of Souiudr&gupta of the Asvamcdha type which wag noticed last year and four are 

medieval; two being of Govindacband rndeva, one of Madanavarminadeva and 
one of Virasidiharama. it is not known who the last named person was but a coin 
of his was noticed sometimeago by Mr. V. Smith (*) who calls it a puzzle. It may 
* * be pointed out bore in passing that this specimen of Yirasitiihariima weighs 56| 

grains whereas the one published by Mr. Smith weighs 54 grains. Of the rest one 
is South Indian half pagoda of Venkata of Yijayanagara, three are Fat ban and 
five Mughal coins. The Fat ban coins are of Ghayas-ud-din Balkan (670 H.) 
Mu'iz-ud-din KaiqubSd (089 H.) and Ja1»l-ad-din Firoz Shih II (G93 II.). Ju the 
Mughal pieces which are of Akbar and Aurangzeb the round moliur of Akbar of 
Agra mint and Amardad, 50 r.y., requires special mention. 

Out of the silver coins 129 are of the Mughal Emperors from Akbar to Shah 
Jah&n III, 14 are Pat bin, one of Ghazi-ud-din Haidar, two are of Native States 
struck in the name of Shah 'Alani II and one is a forged SlUrami coin. 

In the lot of copper coins three pieces of Altamsh of Narwar and horseman 
t type require special notice. 

Two silver medals which were purchased locally have been added to the 
collection of war medals. One of them lias three and the other only one clasp. 
They respectively bear ihc following inscriptions over the rim : — 
t .

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9. Natural History .—Among the accessions to tho natural history section 
of the Museum two huge tusks of an elephant weighing 641 pounds each and a 
lion-headed monkey are noticeable. The former, however, have been sent for 
temporary deposit- Hero it may be remarked that several specimens have become 
time-worn and should be replaced by better ones. 

10. Fictti r e Gallery .—Considerable progress has been made towards the 
improvement of the Picture Gallery which was organized very recently. The 
photos, paintings, banners and drawings which belong to this section have mostly 
been exhibited on glazed stands or suitable frames fixed against the walls of 
tho northern gallery in the upper storey of the main building* Among the 
accessions of this year a painting which represents Bahu. Begap, the mother of 
Nawab Asf-ud-daula of Lucknow, the roll of coloured drawings of buildings 
stretching from the big Iraambara to Husainabad, and 111 photographs illustrating 
tho Jdiaka and other stories connected with the life of Gautama Buddha are 
noteworthy. These will soon bo displayed like other exhibits in suitable frames. 

As was reported last year the gallery was thrown open early in the beginning 
of this year. It is rather difficult to multiply specimens for they are very costly 
specially paintings when they are old and genuine. If gentry of those Provinces 
lend some specimens for loan exhibition to the Museum the gallery would prove 

very useful and highly instructive. _ , . 

11. Ethnographical section ,—This year the ethnic court has been thrown 
open to visitors which, as was surmised, has contributed largely towards 
popularizing the institution. A few good show cases have been constructed. I he 
large ones were used for displaying four life-size male figures m plaster of a 
Bundola, a Tharu, a Garkwali and Kachbanda. The Bun dob* his been draped to 
some extent after the fashion of the old Bundeliis of Cbhatarpur side, lhc 
remaining three figures which belong to these Provinces and 11 more which are 
of general interest, e. g. Andamanese and aborigines of I ndia., will be draped 
later on when their dress and accoutrements Ac. are secured. The gallery on tho 
sourthcru side of the upper storey, set apart for this section, has been partitioned 
by means of a wooden wall. The western portion thus formed is accessible to the 
public and the eastern side is used for keeping half finished objects* Apart from 
the said figures the court now illustrates by means of photographs the different 
dresses worn by high class people of the country—variety of headdress being shown 
by CO turbans of sorts put on as many papier-mache beads and the Uimdela 
jewellery. Twenty-five casts of faces of different people of India have been arranged 
and put on the northern wall. Suitable labels will soon be attached to them so 
as to facilitate their study. The other note-worthy accessions to this section are 
some articles which are exclusively used by the 8hid 1 community. They are 
amulets, known as eJcka, elliptical pieces of cornelian with neat inscriptions, 
charms, rosaries, sijdigdh made of the sacred dust of the Karbala in Arabia known 
as khflk-shafa, two pieces of cloth bearing some verses from the Quran used lor 
spreading on the breast of the corpse at the time of interment, &c. Ann 
development of this section requires tsxtensive tours by the Curator but it is hoped 


development ot tins section requires 
that it will be accomplished in due course. * 

1*2. Library ,—'The reference library of the Museum has been multiplied 
by some important additions, 10 boobs were presented by different administrations, 
seven by the i rustces of the British Museum, London, fi ve by the Smithsonian 
Institution, United States of America, and'20 have been purchased, the costs being 
met from the budget grant of the Museum. 

13. Visitors .—The total number of visitors as shown by the turnstile was &>© Appendix C.

students of local schools and colleges. Friday has been reserved for students. 

Latft year from February to March tho number of students who came to study 
the exhibits on Fridays was 1*29, This year it is 198 which shows an increase 
of 69 in the corresponding months. * 

14. Finances .*—The receipts of the Museum during the year tinder report g,.„ Appcndn A. 
amounts to its, 461 and expenditure to Rs. 14,474. The net oost to Government 

of maiutaining the institution thus amounts to Rs. 14,013. 

15. Sot with Museum .—As has been mentioned above the Curator spent 
37 days at Surnath in taking part in archaeological explorations of the ancient 


* 
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site there. During this period he visited the Archaeological Mnseum in his 
capacity of Honorary Curator. The question of controlling this institution was 
discussed by the Managing Committee of the Lucknow Museum in their meeting 
held on 27th March 1914, but the Director-General of Archaeological Survey in 
India, to whom the matter was referred for opinion, replted that consideration of 
the question should be deferred until all excavation work at Surnath is completed. 

16. General .—Besides Sarnfith and Benares, the Curator visited Chhatarpur, 
Muttra, Gorakhpur and Sankisa. In all ho spent 54 days iu camp. He 
examined minutely the ancient site of Sankisa in the Farrukhabad district, 
which represents the old Sankiikya where the Buddha alighted from the 
trayastrmka heaven by means of a triple ladder in comp,my of Brahma and India 
after preaching the law to his mother. The Curator drew up a note for the 
information of the archaeological authorities concerned and suggested that the 
site should be scientifically excavated before long or many valuable antiquities 
which it contains would be lost to science. The question is under consideration 
of the Archaeological Department. He prepared a list of spare antiquities in the 
Provincial Museum for distribution to other Museums. He also identified and 
listed 75 coins for the Phayrc Provincial Museum, Burma, besides identifying 
certain coins shown by private individuals.

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Annual Report on the working of the Lucknow Provincial 
Museum for the year ending 31st March, 1910. 


1. Committee of Management .—There wag no change in the body of the 
Managing Committee of the Museum. Thooffieoof the President was held by 
Sir Veruey Lovett and that of the Secretary by the Curator as usual throughout 
the year. The Committee met twice; first on the 2Sfch August, 1915, and then on 
the *20th of February, 191G. The work done during these two meetings was chiefly 
of routine nature. The items requiring special mention are noticed below under 
the several sections of the report to which they belong. 

2. Extablislnnent ,—Owing to the introduction of the Pike scheme from the 
beginning of the year underreport the salaries • of the two Ill-paid clerks were 
raised from Rs. 20 and Rs. 15 to Bb 35 and Ra. 25, respectively, rising to Rs. 45 
and 35 by an annual increment of Rg. 2, Till a suitable and more efficient hand is 
appointed the second clerk has been promoted to the post of the senior clerk and a 
temporary hand is placed in his stead. With the approval of the Government 
the pay of the carpenter attached to the staff of the Museum has been raised from 
Rs. 18 to Rs, 20 per mensem and ajamadar appointed on Rs. 10 per mensem. Thd 
post of the gardener was abolished and his work has been entrusted to the malts 
employed for the up-keep of the Museum lawns. 

The photographer-draftsman was granted one month's privilege leave on 
medical certificate but no substitute was appointed in his place. 

3. Working of the Museum .—Considerable progress has been made in the 
Ethnographical Section of the Museum both in the addition of specimens and 
their exhibition in suitable show oases. These will be noticed under paragraph 10. 
Some important additions have also been made to the Archaeological Section and 
the coin cabinets. They are described below in paragraphs 6 and 7. Two grated 
doors have been put up to secure the central corridor which can now be utilized for 
exhibiting valuable specimens. The room containing arms has been provided 
with a eky-ligbt which together with a window cut in a niche has considerably 
improved tho light in the stair-case to illuminate which a strong lamp had to be 
put even at noon-tide. The Cataloguo of the Mughal ooins is nearing completion 
and that of the Pat kins and the Guptas is in course of preparation. 

With the sanotion of the Government 743 duplicate coins, of which 2 were 
gold, 474 silver, and 249 copper or billon and 18 lead wore distributed free of cost 
to different Native States such as Hydrabad, Bared a, Indore, Mysore, Cochin and 
Kashmir and the Museum at Patna. To facilitate identification a brief descrip¬ 
tion of each coin was also sent. 

In aooordance with resolutions passed by the Museum Conference held at 
Madras in 1912, the Curator drew up a list of the duplicate specimens in tho 
Archaeological Section of the Museum and it was sent to Government fox 
circulation. At the recommendation of the Director-General of Archaeology 
in India most of these specimens were presented to the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
and the rest to the Prinoe of Wales Museum, Bombay. As the building where 
the latter institution in housed is now used as the base hospital for the sick and 
the wounded aoldiers returning from the field the specimens sat apart for it 
are still kept in the Museum. Forty-eight different stuffed birds wore presented 
to the Fyzabad Museum and twelve to the School of Arts and Crafts, Lucknow. 

With the approval of the Director of Public Instruction of the United 
Provinces metallic easts of some of the important coins in the cabinet of the 
Museum were supplied to certain schools and colleges who had applied for them 
with a view to create an interest in the study of coins as well as the history of 
the country.. 

The class in Archaeology, which was started last year, was regularly held 
by tho Curator. There were seven students * of whom four are graduates working

iji different institutions at Lucknow, On the whole they were regular in- their 
attendance excepting in the months of November and January whoa they had 
to work for their University Examinations.* 

4. Public Lectures, —According to the deliberations of the Managing 
Committee of the Musgum the Curator delivered two public lectures illustrated 
by magic lantern slides with a view to popularize the Museum and inform the 
literary public of the resea roll work lying before them in the domain of 
archaeology. Both of these were delivered under the auspices of the United 
Provinces Historical Society. In one lie described some of the most interesting 
ancient sites in these Provinces pointing out the data they are likely to yield for 
supplementing the knowledge of Indian history we possess if explored scientifically. 
The other was on the educative importance of the Museum. 

The Curator wrote an interesting monograph on the Hamirhath or " the 
obstinacy of Hamir," the Chauhan ruler of Rmthaiuboro, giving an illustrated and 
traditional account of ins battle against 'Akl-ud-dm Khalji. With the approval of 
the Committee he contributed it to the Journal of Indian Arts and Industries. 
He wrote two more articles. One of them deals with the copper plate inscription 
of Govindachaudradeva of JLinauj, dated (Vikrama) Sam vat 1186, which he had 
obtained for the Museum. The other treats of the Maukharl stone inscription 
which he noticed last year and which now has been secured through the Hon’ble 
Mr. 11. Burn, I.C.S. This was sent to the Director-General of Archaeology in 
India who has forwarded it to the Government Epigrapkist for publication in the 
Epigraphia Indioa where the former article has also to appear. His note on the 
Aivainedha coins of Samudra Gupta lias appeared in the latest issue of the 
Numismatic Supplement of the Bengal Asiatic Society's Journal. Besides this he 
identified and listed 23 Gupta and 27 later Kushan coins which were found in the 
Hissar district in the Punjab and were sent to him for the purpose by the 
Secretary of the Numismatic Society of India. A brief note on the former has 
been drawn by him for insertion in the Numismatic Supplement of the Bengal 
Asiatic Society’s Journal. 

6. Acquisitions,— During the year under report 852 new objects have been 
added to the Museum collections. Of these some 660 are presents. The rest were 
acquired by purchase. These accessions are listed under thoir respective heads in 
the appendices attached to the report. Their olassification is as follows: —

Of these the more important ones will be noticed below with some details 
under the sections to which they belong. 

6. Archaeology .-—During the year under report several objects of great 
archaeological value and interest have been added to the Museum collection. Of 
these the most important is the copper plate which Pandit Binnanda Shastri 
unearthed at Kasiu in 3$ 11. This is a present from the Director-General of 
Archaeology in India. The chief interest which this document possesses lies in 
its bearing on the problem of identification of Kasifc with the ancient Kntjmagara 
or Kusinara as has already been pointed out in the archaeological reportst and 
the journal of the Royal Asiatio Society of Great Britain and I re land, t The 
other document of equal importance is the stone inscription of the reign of 
the Maukharl king Isiiiiavamian which is dated in the (Vikrama) year 61.1 and 
appears to bo the only dated record of the Maukharl princes yet known to us. 
The inscription has already been noticed in my last annual report. The Ilon’blc . 
Mr. E. Burn, 1,0.8., Chief Secretary to the Government, acquired it as a present 
for the Museum from Raja Ragbtiraj Bahadur Singh of Harahii, district Bara Banki.

As resuarked above the Curator has written a critical note on it which will appeaf 
in the Epigraphia Indioa. 

The oo 1 lection of prehistoric antiquities in the Museum has been multiplied 
by the addition of two copper hatchets from Bitkur in the Cawnpore district and 
one from Majkadpur which was presented by the District Magistrate of Hardoi. 

The bronze image of Siva which the Curator secured at Benares requires a 
special mention for it is in a good state of preservation and is a nice specimen of 
the mediaeval Nepalese sculpture. It represents Sukhasma (sitting in an easy 
posture) &iva, four-armed holding trident and antelope in the right and left upper 
hands, respectively, the two lower hands being stretched in the abhaya and vara 
»i itdras, or the attitude of imparting security and the gift bestowing gesture. 
The mitre or the head-gear clo eiy rcieinblc^ that on the sculptures of Southern 
India. Six drawings illustrating the archaeological explorations of the ancient site 
at Kasia in the Gorakhpur district sent by tbe Superintendent, Hindu and Buddhist 
Monuments, Northern Circle of the Archaeological Survey, may also bo mentioned 
in this Section, They arc very helpful for studying the exhibits which were 
unearthed at the said site and are now displayed in the Museum. They have been put 
iu suitable glazed frames and hung up in the room set apart for the exhibition of the 
antiquities of Kas&. Mention may here be made in passing of the estampages of 
the Asoka inscriptions at Allahabad and Kalsi and tho well-known Samudra Gupta 
inscription on the Allahabad pillar which were prepared by the staff of the 
Museum for the purpose of teaching the archaeological class. Of tbe Kill si edicts 
a mould has been made with a view to get a plaster cast for replacing the old one 
which is too worn for study. 

7. Numismatic*. —The coin cabinet of the Museum was enriched by the 
addition of 572 coins out of which 40 were purchased, 442 acquired by Local 
Government as Treasure Trove, and 90 were presented by different administrations, 
institutions, or gentlemen named in the Appendix B. Of these 29 aro gold, 415 
silver and 128 copper or billon. T heir details are as follows:—Among the gold 
coins one is of Wima (Wcma) Kadphises (Kadphisis 11) type-half length figure 
of king and Siva, round ; one of Kanisbka type—with Iranian title SMonAnosJiao, 
round jono of Samudra Gupta (Tiger type), one of Chandra Gupta II (Archer type), 
a standard type of Kumar a Gupta, two of Guugeyadeva, two Padmafunkas, five 
fanamn of Gauga dynasty, one is of the Ahom king BrajnSth Singh, eight are 
Mughal and one of Ghiyasuddin Mahmud, the Pretender (year 752H). Of the 
remaining three pieces one is tho double or proof tnokar of William IV, struok iu 
the year 1835, one a ten-rupee and the other a five-rupee mohar of Queen Victoria 
struck in 1870. 

Iu the silver pieces 12 are Fatban, 174 Mughal, 1G8 belonging to the kings 
of Oudh from Gkazl-ud-din Haidar to Amjad Ali Shah, 29 to the Sultans of Bengal 
and 1G are of the kings of Gujarat, Of the rest five are of Mud vnavarmman, five 
arc Greek, three being of Antialkidas (A and B types) one of Menander, one of 
Hermans and Kalliope and four belong to the Indo Scythian kings, two being qf 
Azes (one with bull and the other with Pallas standing) and one of Axiiises 
(mounted king and goddess with palms). 

Among the lot of copper coins, twelve are Audumbara (of Sivadasa, 
Rudradasa and Dbauaghosha), 39 are Fatkuns one of which, as has bc'eu shown by 
Mr. H. R* Nov ill, I.O.S., is the unusual piece belonging to the Hijri year 894, or 
the first year of Sikandar Lodi, with the words -=>.^ coming immediately 
under the name of Bahlo! and the word ^UnL. placed in the same line as J s 4? and 
driven obscurely into a corner, 14 aro Mughal and 56 Oudh. Of the rest one is of 
Strato (Herakles and Nike type), two of Menander, one of Axes and one of AziH&es 
(king on horseback and bull to right). 

8. Natural History ,—There is little to report under this section as tho 
additions made during tbe year are few and ordinary. 

9. Fictttre GalUrij ,—This year two portraits were acquired for tho PioSttro 
Gallery of the Museum. One of them is a tine sp jcirncu of the late Mughal school 
and is believed to be the representation of Zebunnisu, the gifted daughter of 
Aurangzeb. The other represents Dlianiu Malm, the notorious maid servant of 
Naslr-ud-din Haidar whom she is said to have poisoned to death. Besides these 
eeven photographic copies of the portraits of Timur, Akbir, Sivaji etc, published iu 
the Indian Art Journal, have been put on show with a view to make the collection 
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of the representations of the noted figures in the history of this country as 
complete as possible. The roll of coloured drawings stretohing from the big 
ImSmbim to Husainabad which was acquired by the Local Government last year 
and presented to the Museum has been exhibited in glazed frames. It had to be 
cut in three pieces for it was too long to be displayed as one piece. 

10. Ethnographic Section. —During the year under review the Ethno¬ 
graphic Section of the Museum developed considerably. The whole of the 
gallery which was set apart for the time being to accommodate ethnic exhibits is 
now practically filled up. Six new' wall cases were made, The large ones, measuring 
lO'x T, have been used for displaying life-size figures in plaster of which two 
represent Andamanese, male and female ; one Niga ; one Mishmi; two Daflus, 
mrtlei a nd female; one Mikir and one Paku Karen. The figures of a Mina and 
two Burmese, male and female, are still to bo encased. Of all the 15 figures 
which the Museum has now got 11 have been draped. In procuring dress and 
other articles belonging to these subjects the Curator was greatly helped by 
several gentlemen especially the Hon'ble Mr. E. 0. Oertet, Chief Engineer to 
the Assam Administration and Mr. W. E, M. Campbell, I.C.S., and the Museum 
Committee is thankful to them all More than one hundred articles have been 
added to this section. Their classification is this : 29 are connected with folklore or 
religious belief, 30 are implements of warfare or hunting appliances, 10 are musical 
instruments of primitive as well as advanced type, 24 connected with hand industry 
or husbandly' and 59 with festive or wedlock ceremonies; rest being miscellaneous. 
Excepting the musical instruments and charms the majority belong to the 
primitive tribei inhabiting the Mirzapur district. A few pictures as well as 
photographs were also added to the ethnographic collection during this year. One 
of these, a gift of Saiyid Muhammad Ali, Esq,, I.C.6., represents some types of 
head dress which was particularly in use during the times of the Hawabs, 

11. Library, — Some fifty new books excluding gazettes, small pamphlets 
or brochures were added to the reference library attached to the Museum. Of 
those twenty-four were received gratis and the rest were purchased. 

12. Visitors. —This year the total number of visitors as recorded by the 
turnstile was 108,986. The largest number noted for one day was 6,609- Tins 
was on the day of the local fair, a bathing day [kiirtiki purnimd) when thousands 
of villagers pour in from the neighbouring villages to have a dip in the Gomti. 
Besides these visitors there were 754 pardanashin ladies and 1,00-1 Iona fide 
students for whom the 15;b day of every month and each Friday are respectively 
reserved. The average attendance including all the items was 303. Compared 
to that of the previous year it shows an increase of 4,128 on the whole which 
would go to indicate that the institution is glowing in popularity. 

13. Finances. —The receipts of the United Provinces Provincial Museum 
during the year amount to Rs> 270 and expenditure was Rs, 15,286 ; so the net 
cost of maintaining it waB Re. 15,016 which was met from Government grant. 

14. 8&m3th Museum. —In capaoity of the Honorary Curator, Pandit 
ifirananda Shnstri inspected the SarnSth Museum of Archaeology twice, first in 
October, 1915, and then in March, 1916. In November, ho deputed one of his 
men for six days and had all the exhibits thoroughly cleaned- In one of his 
visits to this institution he secured the bronze statue of Sukhaslna Siva noticed 
above. 

15. General. —During the year under report the Curator spent 68 days 
in camp, 5 at Siiraath, 17 at Allahabad, 8 at Kulsi and Muttra and the rest in 
Garbwal. During these visits ho took 12 photographs for the Ethnographical 
Section of the Museum and copied three copper plate inscriptions besides those 
mentioned above for the epigraphical rooms. Their details are given at the end 
in Appendix D.

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Annual report on the working of tke Lucknow Provincial 
Museum for tks year ending 31st March, 1917. 


1. C&Ntmittee of Management .-—During the year the personnel of the com¬ 
mittee remained unchanged- The office of president was held almost throughout 
by the Hon’blo Sir Yerney Lovett, except at the end of the year when I officiated 
for him as Commissioner, Lucknow division. Pandit Hirananda Sbastri, the 
Curator, continued secret ary .practically throughout the year. On the 29th 
March he made over charge to Mr. 1L N. Dikshib of the Prince of Wales Museum, 
Bombay, who was appointed in his plaoe, as his services were placed at the 
disposal of the Government of India for deputation in the Kashmir State. One 
meeting was held during the year under report, viz., in August 1916, the business 
before it being mostly of a routine character. 

2. Establishment .—The photographer, drafts man was on medical leave 
from the 29 th November, 1916, to the end of the year* In his place a temporary 
hand was employed- The 1st clerk was also on leave without pay for four and a 
half months from the 16th November, 1916, to the 31st Mutch, 1917, his work 
being done by a substitute appointed in his place. The pay of the three fanashes 
was raised from Rs, 6 to Rs. 7 each and the remuneration of the mnana attendants 
from Rs. 7 to Bs. 12. 

3. 11 orl ing of the Museum .—The progress made during recent years to make 

the Museum a thoroughly educative and at the same time attractive institution 
was fairly maintained during the current yehr. Important additions have been 
made to all the sections, especially the archaeological and ethnographical sections, 
which will be noted later on in this report. Particular care is being taken to 
provide every important exhibit with a neat tin label with trilingual descriptions. 
The copper plate room has its labelling nearly completed. The catalogue of the 
Mughal coins is now complete and only awaits the passing of the present times 
of financial stringency to see the light cf the day. The cataloguing of the Gupta 
and Pathan coins is in progress. ^ 

4. Education and research work —The class in archaeology, which is a 
unique feature of the Museum, calculated to increase the scope of its educative 
work, was held during the current year, though less frequently than during the 
last two years es the curator was absent from headquarters for about three 
months in winter. The subject of thn lectures was as before, Buddhism, Jainism 
and Brahmanism, with special reference to the artistic side, as illustrated by the 
inscriptions and sculptures in the Museum. 

The verv keen practical interest which the United Provinces Historical 
Society is taking in the cause of antiquity and for which the members deserve 
the best thanks of the whole antiquarian world was witnessed during the year 
in their resolution to sanction a sum of Bs. 2,090 for scientific excavation to be 
carried on at the ancient site of Sankisa in the Farrukhabad district, most likely 
to be identified with the ancient Sinki&ya of Brahumnical ami Buddhist fame. 
Pandit Hi ran an da S lustre, M.A., M.O.L., Curator, Provincial Museum, 
Lucknow, was entrusted with the work with the sanction of the Government of 
India in the Education department and the government order in this connection 
was received in the Museum office on the 1st November, 1916. In December 1916 
Sir John Marshall, Director-General Of* Archaeology iu India, visited Sankisa 
with a view to examine the site carefully with the curator, and discuss with 
him the general nature of the work to be carried out. Spade work was actually 
be«un on°the 16th January and continued till the 18th March, 1917, thus covering 
a period of more than two months. A brief description of the finds wilt bo found 
in paragraph 6. An exhaustive illustrated account of the excavations is to appear 
in due course from the pen of the excavator Pandit Hirananda Shastri in the 
iournal of the United Provinces Historical Society. The total cost of the work 
amounted to Rs. 2,789-11-6 of which Bs. 2,000 were paid by the United 
Provinces Historical Society and the rest were met by the Local Government. 
Pandit Hirananda Bbastri could not spend the whole amount of Rs. 1 *000 so 
kindly sanctioned by the Local Government, as ho was soon to be transferred on 
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deputation to Kashmir, The result yra& that he bad to leave unexplored the 
rather promising site of Bihar, in the neighbourhood of Sankisa, nor could he 
complete the work at Sankisa, which he bad actually begun, to Ms satisfaction. 
It 13 hoped, however, that with the permission of Government a complete 


exploration of the twin sites will ba resumed later ou and definite results arrived 
at. The antiquities so far unearthed have been removed to the Museum, where 
they will soon be open for exhibition in the tiravasti room of which a portion has 
been reserved for them. 

During the year under report the curator, Pandit Hitananda Shastri, wrote 
an illustrated article entitled “Novelties in Gupta coins” for the journal 
of the Asiatic Society of Bengal (Numismatic Supplement). In this article he 
published three highly interesting gold coins of the Emperors Chandragupta II 
(couch or lyre type) and Kumaragupta I (Peacock type, variety B, and Lion- 
slayer type) of the Imperial Gupta dynasty, Another article of considerable 
length which was sent to the Director-General of Archaeology in India for 
insertion in his annual report for 1915*1 G, part II, was on “ Seven images added 
recently to the Archaeological Section of the Provincial Museum, Lucknow.” 
This paper deals with one Brahmauical, three Buddhist and three Jaina 
sculptures. The Brahmanica! figure described is the colossal Adivemlha {primeval 
boar) from Jhansi district- The Jama images arc the alabaster ouos from 
Chhatarpar State and the brass Imago acquired from Hard war. The Buddhist 
figures described are a railing pillar of the Kashina period from Gurgaon district 
and two brass statues of Buddha and Tari found at Saheth Makcth Iq 
connection with the hist image. Pandit Hi mu mil a Shastri proceeds at some 
length to point out how it represents Tara without an attempt to delineate any 
particular form of the goddess as is usually done. He then traces out in detail 
Hie history of tlio cult uf tho, Brahmariical goddess Tarii from a wealth of 
refurenoea to Agamic and TanlVtc lore and ehboratelv determining the true 
character of the deity, and carefully comparing it with the Buddhist deity of 
the same name, proves how the latter was adopted from the former. He has 
shown clearly how the conception of Tara as a form of Durga in Brahmanicai 
mythology finds its counterpart in Mahltyana Buddhism as the Solti or female 
energy of Avalf>bi tea vara; also how the name and fame of the Buddhist proto¬ 
type extended far and wide, while tbo Bmbmanioal original was known to ■» 
much limited sphere of votaries. * 

Besides these articles Pandit Hirananda Shastri also supplied the Superin¬ 
tendent, Archaeological Survey, Northern circle, Lahore, with a list of monuments 
in the Mandi, Suket and Chatnba states for the revised list of antiquarian remains 
in the Punjab. 

Daring the year 70 coins in all (2 gold, 42 silver and 32 copper) were 
received from the Pkayre Museum, Rangoon, which were duly returned after 
being identified and classified,

G. A rcliacohgij- Of the 15 group of objects of archaeological interest 
consisting of 43 specimens, three have been purchased and the rest presented A 
finely caned standing basalt imago (height. 3' if) of Vishnu from Sultanpur with 
an elaborate headdress, deserves prominent mention. It has four hands of which 
one is in the security bestowing attitude and the other throe hold Saukha Chakra, 
and GadA respectively; small figures of the goddesses Lakshini and Bhumi 
(eiirth) occur on either side The chiselling is delicate and the image a good sped- 
men of mediaeval art.

in red sandstone of Mathura texture which comes from Sitapur district. The 
beautifully carved halo at the back is a typical production of late Gupta art. 
Another image acquired along with this is a buil coloured sandstone imago of the 
Jaiua Tirtbankara, Rish&bban&thft, inscribed on the pedestal with a mutilated one- 
line in script ion in Nagari ebaractura of about the thirteenth century which speaks of 
one Bant Sri Pi pa tar a from Ayodhya, who had probably something to do with tne 
setting up of the image. An architectural fragment in marble from the 
celebrated Dilwara temples on mount Abu representing a mdo figure with 
attendauts and two interesting .Nepal brass images of the Buddhist deities 
Vairochana and Tara were also added during the year. A copper plate which, 
was recently discovered at liadau in Mainpuri district, was acquired for tho 
Museum, but on examination it appears to be an unimportant grant prob a b!y 
forced and certainly engraved by a very ignorant artist. Barely a few names are 
yielded by the record and the rest is all hopeless confusion. It refers to the 
Chabamaua family of Rajputs W'hich is even now the most influential of the 

Rajput clans in the district. . ... . , 

Some of the most important acquisitions consist of the antiquities excatated 
at Sankisa referred to above. Of the coins which number about -10, one important 
unique specimen in dead o <11 tains the legend Gojnitata ui early Brahmi 
characters of about 200 B.C. Possibly the Gomitra of this coin is identical with the 
chieftain of the same name, whose copper coins have been published [Indian 
Museum Catalogue, volume I, page 205, plate XXHI-d); another interesting cum 
belongs to Hag&mfaha, a Satrap of Mathura ( circa 100 B.C) A few corns belong 
to the XvuBbasja perimli including one of Kadpiiiscs II of fcb© usual With bull 
type, Other coins have yet to b© cleaned atid await c:\ruful ex aiiii nation* 1 heio 
arc 114 terracotta seals divisible into fi groups. On© noup of IS seals has been 
impressed in the name of on© Bkadttfksha, who must have been a devotee of ged 
Siva t as the tridect-bearing standing figure of that god occur* ou every one of 
these seals, while in 21 specimens, the reverse side also represents the crouchnig 
bull (Nandi), sacred to tbe god* Another group of 40 seals in the name of one 
fevetabhadra, exhibits a flying figure, probably Garurla, holding a serpent m his 
lefb hand, while the reverse shows a deity seated on_ a peacock, with, unfurled 
ultimate. Still another class of seals issued by Rum yaks ha contains a figure 
(probably of god Siva) standing with a bull behind it, very much resembling the 
delineation on tbe famous &l va-with-bull-type of the Kushaija king \ asudeva * 
coins. One of the most important seals is of Kushupa date, purporting to bo in 
the name of the venerable of the Haimavata creed ayuna JlemavatOna which shows 
that this particular form of Hmayuna Buddhism was well-known about the second 
century A.D. All these seals except the last-mentioned ono refer themselves on 
nalacographio and other grounds to the early Gupta period, to which period the 
vast majority of minor antiquities from Saukisa belong. Besides coins and s&ft.t, 
various terracotta toy objects, pottery specimens, stone heads and nguraies, ^ 
and stone beads aud the usual olasses of minor antiquities generally found in 

excavations are fully represented. , , . , f „ 

7- Numisviatics—'Xke coin cabinet of the Jfusempu has been batlw 
enriched during the current year by thft addition of 10 gold, 286 silver and ^1 
copper coins. Of these, 12G silver and 33 copper coins were presented! by ho 
United Preview Government; 9 gold. 52 silver and 47 ooppor by tlw other 
Provincial Governments and private individuals and societies. Guc gold, l-o 
silver and one copper coins were purchased from Museum Uiikis. 1 he. Kwa 
coins cau be classified as 4 coins of the later Kushfnjas, (Kauisluui and yasu) oi trio 
Kushano-SaBsauiuns, 1 Gupta, 2 of the western Chalukya king, Jagiuk-kaiinJLi. 1 
Bahadur ifanam and 1 Moliur of the Oudk king Ghaziaddin Haidar. I he vast 
majority of the silver coins, vix. 247, were issued by tbe Mughal ^iiiperor- ( from 
Akbar to Shah Alam 11, induding 4 Nisars of Shah Alow II and 10 Maratha Guj i 
Shahi struck in the name of Shuh Alum II, mint Orchhti. The remaining uLf corns 
include 2 Indo-Greek, 1 Gupta, I Indo-Sassanian, 1 Kumnda. o Sum, 24 Bengal 
Sultans, 1 Oadb Nawab and 4 uniacatificd. The copper ones ermipme 28 coiua 
of the Ch'lhamunas of Narwar, 7 Pathan, 19 Suri, 7 Jaunpur hu tin, 3 udh 
Nawalr, and 17 modern Native State issues. On the whole the acquisitions 
have been interesting. The most important coin was the very rare and 
unpublished gold picec purchased f rom a local dealer, issued by the Gupta emperor.

Chandr&gnpta II, couch type, with the legend YikramAMhjnh on the reverse. 
The coin is similar* to the lyre type of his father Sauiudragupta, in the 
broadest fo\tares. Along with two other unique gold coins of the Gupta dynasty 
it has, as above mentioned, formed the subject of a separate note for the Numismatic 
Supplement by Pandit Hkananda SUastri, the former curator- A silver coin of 
Am-un g geb, mint Bareli, of the regnal year 29, Hijri 1097, gives the earliest date 
so far known for the mint. One of the silver coins of the Bengal Sultan 
Ghiyusuddln Azam Shah, mint Muazzawalnd (?) is unpublished. A copper piece 
of Fife* III, mint Dehli of 759 A-H. may be mentioned as n rare specimen 
worthy of the cabinet.

9, Natural History.— Of the 34 specimens, 4 were purchased and the rest 
presented. The Superintendent, Zoological Survey of India, Calcutta, has 
presented a case containing 15 specimens of Neuroptera, duly classified and 
labelled. A collection of 11 reptile a including 9 snakes was presented by Mr. 
R- N. Lindsay, Charbagh, Lucknow. Pandit Ilirananda Shastn presented a 
rnonal together with two small glazed cases. 

10 Picture Gxllert /.—The only exhibit added to the section during the 
year was a framed photograph (size 23* x 14*) of the Isapur inscribed ston^ 
pillar (now standing in the Archaeological Museum, Muttra,) used as a 
Brahman ical sacrificial post. 
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H. Ethnography . — This section has been found to be one of the most 
popular, as quite naturally, nothing so much interests man as man himself. There 
have been many improvements as . also considerable new additions in the 
accoutrements of the exhibits during the current year. Of the 42 groups of 
objects added, all were purchased from the Museum allotment; except a set of 
33 clay models, representing the various Sadhus of Upper India and another 
group of clay models showing Tibetan Lamas at worship, (formerly exhibited 
in the old museum building and now presented by the Principal, School of Aits 
and Crafts). The life-size plaster models representing typical specimens of 
the hill tribes, Baupara Naga, ChuLik&ta Mishmi, Dafila, Mikir, and Pakukaren 
were dressed and armoured with their respective habiliments and weapons 
which were procured with the help of the executive officers controlling tko>e 
parts. A set of embroidered chihan dress worn by Hindus and Mahomedans (both 
male and female) of these provinces; a fancy dress, decked with mirrors, wore by 
milkmaids in Rarapur State on festive occasions ; a coarse dress used by 1 ham 
females from Khntema, district Pilibkit; and a turban and a pair of KJe-trcadiog 
shoes (khursa) from Dehra Dun district, are some of the important acquisitions 
of this year, which show bow attempts are being made to exhibit all 
varieties and styles of costume in vogue in Upper India. Six photogruj hs 
illustrative of the dress and ornaments of the Kagas of Assam and one 
photo enlargement of a typical Shglaga, a pure Dravidian tribe of the iSilgin 
hills serve to bring forth vividly, by way of comparison and contrast, the 
physical and social characteristics of the races inhabiting these provinces. Of 
musical instruments, two were added this year—a Mnhuar or vina played on by 
Indian jugglers and snake-charmers, and a Hpidan g or Pakhawvj, a kind of 
drum, generally used as an accompaniment to vocal music. Of objects concerning 
religion, a few were purchased for exhibition, such as a votive bow and arrow, 
sacrificial brass utensils, metal seals with sectarian marks. Two sets of married 
couples (Hindu and Mahomedan) represented bv simple clay and wooden models, 
dressed completely as in nuptial ceremumes in these Provinces, have been 
tastefully exhibited in the Ethnographic court and continue to attract the most 
lively interest of the public- 

12. Lt6ra?y."Tho Reference Library attached to the Museum has been 
enriched during the current year by the addition of 13 books in IS volumes 
including Gazettes, reports and scientific journals, eto. Of these, eight were * 
presented by Government or by private institutions, and the remaining were 
purchased from the Museum grant, home of thu more important additions are

13. Ftsifor*. —The total number of visitors as recorded by the turnstile rose 
this year to 122,381, an increase of 11,305 over last year’s figure. In fact tbe 
number is the highest yet recorded since the re-organisation of the Museum in 
the present buildings, which shows that the Museum is steadily increasing in 

t popularity year by year. Besides these, 752 pa.rd.rsnothin ladies visited the 

Museum on the days reserved for them, viz., the loth of each month. The 
priotioe of keeping the Museum open on Fridays for bona fide students was 
discontinued during tbe year an the response ou the part of bona fide students 
accompanied by their teachers was almost negligible ; while on the other hand, 
the facilities afforded only to the students were availed of by the mere curious or 
idle visitors, so that the attending staff having their energies fully taxed by the 
cleaning work, for which the day had primarily been reserved, could not 
efficiently attend to the traffic* Tho average daily attendance including all 
items was 33G- 

14. Finances. —The receipts from all sources amount to Rs. 442 and the 
expenditure under all beads, totals Rs. 17,206. The not charges for the main¬ 
tenance of the institution during tbe year under report came to Rs. 16,784 which 
were met by the Local Government. 

15. Sarnath Museum. —During the current year the Curator in Ms capacity 
as Honorary Curator of the Archaeological Museum, Sarnath, could inspect 
Sarnath twice — once iu December, 1916, and then in March, 1917. No special 
work was done in the Museum during the year. 

10. General . — During the year under report the Curator was for 118 days 
on tour. Of these he took 16 days for touring in Allahabad and Debra Dun 
districts, 22 for Almora district, 8 for Benares, 6 for Dholpur, G for Muttra, 4 for 
Earwi and the rest 56 days for Sankisa where be was excavating. In his visit to 
Karwi he examined a private collection offered for exhibition on loan to the 
f Museum. From all other places he visited, he acquired a large number of 

Ethnographic exhibits. 

With the special sanction of the Government he visited Dholpur, capital of 
tho State of the same name in Rajput&na, for examining and having inked impres¬ 
sions made of a valuable inscription at that place. ITe has secured an excellent 
cloth-mounted copy of the inked impression for the Museum. This inscription 
is the first genuine record yet known which mentions by name the Yikrama 
era which is now current in the whole of Northern India. It has been 
published in the German Oriental Journal [Z. D. M, G-, Volume XL ) 
, and briefly no.iced by Kielhdrn (No. 12 of his Northern list). It consists 

, of 26 Hnea of writing in the Sanskrit language and the northern class of alphabets. 

The date is given as the 2nd day of the bright half of Vaibakha in the year 898 
of the era called Vikrama, which is equivalent to Sunday, tbe 16th April, 842 
A. D. Tho document records tho building of a temple (probably of Vishnu) and 
a tank, and the laying out of a garden with a well in a wood to the north of 
Dhavalapura (the modem Dholpur} by the Cbuhavana Prince Chanda-Mahii-sona, 
sou of MahisharSina and grandson of fsuka. It is worthy of note that this Prince 
Chaqtja-Mahfi-sena is here said to receive homage from the valiant Mlechchha 
chiefs oa either bank of the Ckarmanvatl, the modern Cbambal.

Annual Report on the working 1 of the Lucknow Provincial 
Museum for the year ending 31st Marcfh, 1918, 

1 Committee of Management—The term o! two years having lapsed, tbe 
committee waa re-nominated by Government. Of the member Mr. H- 
Wri"lit, who bad left home on furlough last year, continued there throughouttho 
Y C ar? The Hon’ble Mr. R. Bum proceeded on leave in November, 191 <. Both 
the vacancies were allowed to remain open pending the return of the members. 

Just after the close of theyeor under report the Commrttae hue farther e ugmi^ 
crievous loss by the death of Dr. A, Verna, M.A., D.Litt., 0.1.it., ot wenares, 
who used to take a keen interest in the affairs of the Museum. Mr. C. E. Wild 
was President for the major portion of the year, the Hon hie Sir Vorfiey Lo et« 
frbm the 11th Juno to 11th July. 1917, and myaelf from the 19th M^rch onwards. 

«- rr Dikshit remained Curator and Secretary for the whole year. Ike 
Committee met twice during the current year: on the 23rd May, 1917 andSith 
August, 1917, respectively. No specially noteworthy business was transacted at 

tho meeting. photographer-draftsman was on medical leave for 

one month and twenty -0 no days in the beginning of the year. The first clerk was 
on privilege leave for the two' months of February and March when the second 
clerk officiated for him and in his place a temporary hand was appommd, I he 
marksman clerk was absent on privilege leave for 27 days in May and June, 1917 . 

3 Working of the Museum *—It is very satisfactory to no *o that the all 
round process of the institution, which has been marked since its re-orgamaation 
in thf 1 ’ 1 present buildings, still continues during the year under report. Many 
interests" exhibits were added to the existing collection, a specially gratifying 
clurfbfi^ that the gains are shared alike by all the important sections as wil 
it noted later on. Tho labelling of the Epigraphieal Section and the Brahmamca 
iToilpirv was completed during the current year. Ihe antiquities unearthed at

A hoard of 101 silver punch-marked coins found in the Palnnpnr State of the 
Bombay Presidency was sent to the Curator by the Superintendent, Archeological 
Survey, Poona, for examination and report. They were closely examined, catalogued 
and returned after the detailed results were tabulated. Thirty-throe copper and U 
silver coin3 sent hy the Superintendent, Aicli$ologiciil Survey, Burma, were classified 
and described for the Pbayre Museum, Kangoon, during the current year.

6, Arcfiaoloffy, —The acquisitions numbering 180 consist of 41 groups of 
whioh 8 wore presented, 8 acquired by tbo Curator in course of his tours, and the 
rest purchased. 

The place of honour must be given to the five medieval Buddhist sculptures 
from Mahoba, in Hamirpur district, which were presented to the Museum by the 
District Officer, Hamirpur, at the recommendation of the Superintendent, Hindu 
and Buddhist Monuments, Northern Circle. Lahore. They are some of the moat 
completely preserved specimens in the Museum ; and tho images of Simhanada 
Avaiokitesvara and Padmapanj AvalokitCsvara arc among the most valued 
treasures of tha archeological collection. They are sure to rank among the 
noblest examples of Intli^n ecijlpture* Tbo fi?st montionefl is & figure sorted

the EnjalUn (royal ease) posture, with tbo right knee raised and right hand passing 
over it. lhe roaring lion which gives its name to this form of Bodkis&tbva is 
seen below the cushion seat of tho figure. The left hand holds the stalk of a lotus 
flower from which issues a sword. Behind tho right hand is a tridvut with a 
cobra coiling round it. As we know from tho Sddltams, these are the characteris¬ 
tic of the BoffinsattvaAvalokifce&vara known as Simhanada Lokesvara. An inscrip¬ 
tion at the pedestal helps to serve as an indication of the approximate age and 
name of tho Ecujptor, who was also tho donor in t-bis case. The statues of 
Fad man ft 171 and Tara are smaller in size, but In facial expression tho former is 
superior even to tho Simhanada statue. The remaining two are architectural 
pieces from the upper parts of tho background of an image, and are pretty well 
carved. A few interesting early medieval sculptures wore obtained by tho Curator 
from Smdvara in Mirzapur district. Prom Chh&pka near Bobortsganj begot 
a small bas-relief depicting a scone in heaven and from Bhuili a square obelisk 
with panels containing scenes from Krishna’s childhood. 

Of tbo other antiquities added to tho collection, the following deserve men- 
Amnecnbed handle of jade, bearing tho name of the Emperor Jahangir, 
and the date 1036 A- H. (regnal year 21) was acquired. Three wooden ornamoniai 
pecea snoring tho figures of an elephant, a peacock and a monkey were acquired 
haying lately beoo recovered from tho tetri* of a temple at Muttra, probably built 
aUko time of Akbar and buried during Aurangzcb’s reigo. A beautiful brass 
imago of llevajra, with his Sakti, ouo of thtf favourita household gods of the 
Tibetan pantheon, was secured at Benares. A special grant was made bv the 
Provincial Government for the purchase of the gold-gilt image of Natfea or 
dancing S:va standing over an apasmdra-pumsto. Of stone implements, two 
neouthio colLs which were at the show-house, Dud hi, were presented to tho 
Museum by the Dculu Government estate. Two copper celts from Bitbur iu 

Cawnporo district were also purchased. 

An oblong shield of rhinoceros bide, believed to he old, and a miniature brass 
eftnnon from Jaunpur were added to the arms' section. 

7. Numismatics.—The additions to tho coin cabinet consist during tho 
year under report of 160 coins (26 gold, 7G silver and 67 copper) and 3 cupper 
tneihls (4 purchased and 1 presented).

3 Sassauian, 2 Indo-Sassaman, 1 Adivaraha, 1 Khalifa of Baghdad, 1 Pat ban and 
the rest, etr., 59 Mughal (including an East India Company rupee in the name • 
of Shah 'Alam II). Of the 67 copper coins, 2 belong to ancient India, 1 to 
Ebnmaka, the Western Kshatrapa, 3 to Medieval princes, 40 to the Pat ban 
Kings of Delhi, 15 to the rulers of Jaunpnr, 1 to the Mughal Emperor, Akbar II, 
while the remaining 5 are blank brass discs, possibly not coins* The most 
interesting acquisitions were, 7 gold Pat bans, including two unique coins of 
Ghiyas-ud-diu Tughlaq and Muhammad bin Tnghlaq, mint Fort Deogir {uidt 
page 4 of last year’s report) ; one fine zodiacal mohar of Jahangir (vide infra 
paragraphs) ; a gold coin of Puragupta (without pnra) and a rare variety of the 
archer type of Chandragupta II, with the king standing to right and holding bow 
in left and arrow in right hand (Allen : JB. AT, C., PI- "V II, 16) ; 13 South- 
Indian gold coins of various newly discovered types from the Kodur treasure trove 
belonging to the Telugu-Ohola, Bashtmtuta and Pa Hava dynasties; 5 silver 
di drachms of Heliooles, Philoxenes, Menander, Hip post ratos and Vo nones 
with Spalahores, of which first two aro very rare coins of the spear-thruster type, 
recovered from a valuable Kabul hoard; a silver two-anna piece of Akbar, mint 
Lahore, year 43 (ilaki ); and a fine of Shabjabiin, mint Akbaraagar, dated

The moat interesting was one 
of 647 Pathan billon coins from Bijnor. They dated from Muhammad bui bam to

'horseman with inscription fafafafafa. A fine specimen of an Agra zodiacal 
mohar, sign Libra, woe found in Unao.

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»> rupee of Farrakhsiyar from the Akbarnagar mint, and one of Shah ' Alam tl 
from Deogarh. An Etawah rupee of the 35th year of Shah * Alam II is, as Mr. 
Campbell believes, of later date than any coin yet found of this mint. 

During the year Delhi Museum was added by Gbo Government of India 
to the institutions receiving Treasure Trove coins and placed third on the list for 
Pathan and Mughal coins. It has only an insignificant collection of which only 
a small portion is properly catalogued, so it is impossible to ball what coins they 
have already. It seems a pity that the magnificent collections of Lahore, Luck* 
now and Nagpur, which are properly catalogued, should bo so subordinated. They 
have already suffered considerably and continue to suffer by the precedence given 
to Madras which has a mass of uu arranged and uncatalogucd Mughal and Pa than 
coins. Precedence on the distribution list should he according to the importance 
of the cabinets; and institutions which do not take the trouble of arranging and 
cataloguing their collections should be placed low on tho list, 

9, Natural H 'cry.—Fifteen specimens, all presented, were added to the 
collection during the year. These include perhaps the most valuable present 
ever made to the section In its anuals, viz., ten mammals excellently stuffed by 
renowned British taxi dor mists, presented by His Highness the Mabarawal Saheb 
of Dimgarpur in Rajputana, to whom the most cordial thanks of the Committee 
are due. In particular, the figure of a python, descending from a tree, coiling 
round the body of a fawn and seizing it by the neck, as also a full-grown stately 
nilgai seated on a polished oak stand, arc very popular and may be seen attracting 
largo crowds of visitors every evening. Besides these, a spirited looking antelope, 
a striped hytena and a leopard are now some of the main attractions of the 
mammal room. 

10, Picture gallery .—Seventeen paintings wore purchased for the Museum 
during the current year. Seven of them represent Indian musical modes or Bugas 
and Rfiginis, each one of which is supposed to be associated with particular atti¬ 
tudes or phenomena of the mental and physical world, which the painter tries to 
depict. Eight others portray the goddess Durga in various forms, thus affording 
material for monographic study. One of the paintings probably depicts a historical 
event, viz., tho opposition of the Bairagis at Hardwar to Akbar, the groat Mughal 
Emperor, and their subsequent rout. Another shows the fight of Rima and 
Lakshmana with Havana, described in the famous epia poem, the Ramayfina. 

11, Eautography.—In all 80 objects were added during the year. Of musical 
instruments, 4 were purchased, of which some interesting ones were tho Ndg~ 
phani (cobra-hood shaped blowing instrument) and Hfcrsingh'-i (an instrument 
with zigzag coils). 

Clay models of sddAu* of the Ramanandi and Hariviimsi soots and yogis 
practising their austerities under exceptionally trying oirournstances, such as 
swinging head downward and sitting under the midday suu between four blazing 
fires were prepared. Opportunity was taken of the tremendous concourse of $<Wiu\ 
t assembled last February at Allahabad in connection with the Kumbha fair, to 
prepare clay modols representing different orders of the Lairdgh illustrating their 
distinctive features. 

Regarding aboriginal tribes, the Curator iu his tour in South Mirznpur 
collected a few objects, and placed an order for some more. He also took some 
photographs of typical tribes, together with a few ethnographic measurements 
with a view to prepare life-size casts for exhibition in the Ethnographic Court. 
Throe photographs {Illustrating the aboriginal methods of producing tire by friction 
and of smelting iron were taken. A largo number of objects pertaining to rcligiqps 
worship wore acquired, such as sacrificial utensils, metal sect mark-;, bracelets an d 
armlets with figures and symbols of different deities, generally used by s<Whus and 
bairdgii, thin coppor laminae impressed with figures of Hindu deities used for worship 
and miniature metal images of gods, goddesses, their attendants, etc. A hanging 
lamp of elaborate workmanship from Nepal and r. figure of dlpa Lakshmi (or 
beauty holding lamp) deserve particular mention. 

As regards dress and costumes, 7 day heads representing various forma of 
headdresses in vogue in these provinces about 50 years ago were prepared and 
exhibited. Two pagrU probably of a pattern worn during the Mughal period, and 
6 pagris worn by different classes of people in the Western United Provinces 
were purchased. A jacket or mirxai of Gajji worn by Juts in tho Muttra district 
was obtained. 

1% Library .—Besides the current numbers of scientific journals, gazettes 
, and reports, the total number of hooka and pamphlets added to tho library was 
about SO. Of these 28 volumes were purchased and the rest presented- A few 
pi the mote important works may bo mentioned hero. Volumes LSYII to LNXII 
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x>i tho Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal; Volumes ,XX to XXIII of 
the Journal of the Bombay Branch, Itoyal Asiatic Society ; R. G. Bhandarkar 
Commemoration volume, containing 40 articles of various scholar a; Catalogue 
of Greek Coins in the British Museum (Seleu^id kings) by P, Gardner; Btja!pur 
arid its architectural Remains by H, Cousens ; A Descriptive List of Inscrip¬ 
tions in Central Provinces and Berar by Mr. Hira Lai ; Linguistic Survey 
of India, VoL IX; Kautilya's Artlia&dstra, translation by B. Shamshastry ; 
Indian Chronology by Fiilay; A Record of the Buddhist Religion by I-tsing, trans¬ 
lated by J. Takakusu; Hindu Tribes a»ii Castes by Sherriug, Vols. J to III; 
Dramas and Dramatic dances by W. Ridgeway; Catalogue of Prehistoric Antiquities 
of the Indian Museum by Mr. Coggin Brown. 

13. Visitors. —The year 1917-18 witnessed a further increase of 10,782 in 
the total number of visitors over the preceding year, being 133,915 (inoluding 1,539 
pardanashin ladies as against 122,387 (including 752 pardananhin ladies) in the 
year 1915-17 which itself constituted a record since the reconstitution of tho 
Museum. Tho figures speak for tho growing popular interest in the institution. 
Among some of the more distinguished visitors who visited the. Museum may 
bo mentioned Dr. D. B. Spooner, B.A., Ph,D., Superintendent, Arcbteo logical 
Survey, Eastern Circle; Prof. D. R. Bhandarkar, M.A., University Professor, 
Calcutta; Rat Saheb Pandit Daya Ram S&hni, H.A, Superintendent, Archaeolo¬ 
gical Survey, Northern Circle, and the Hon'blo Rai Tara Datfc Gairola Bahadur of 
Pauri, Garhwat, all of whom expressed their satisfaction at the management. 

14. Finances, —As will bo apparent from Appendix A, receipts and 
expenditures during they ear under report amount, respectively, to Rs. 25.8 and 
Rs. 14,877, The not cost to Government of maintaining the institution was thus 
Rs. 14,319. 

15. Sarnath and other local Museums. —During the current year the 
Curator visited the Sarnath Museum twice in his capacity of Honorary Curator, 
onco in October aud once in January. Rai Saheb Daya Ram Sahm, Superintend¬ 
ent, Archeological Survey, Northern Circle, was at Sarnath for more lihan two 
months, when ho got all the exhibits cleaned and a few labelled. 

The Curator also inspected the Fyzab&d Museum twice in his honorary 
capacity. During his second visit ho had it thoroughly cleaned, arranged some 
of the sections systematically and left suggestions for the Managing Committee 
of the Mu-oum regarding the proper working of the staff. Three duplicate 
specimens of a hyama, spotted deer and wolf cub were presented by the Provincial 
Museum, Lucknow, to the Fyssabad Museum. * 

During his visit to Muttra the Curator also took the opportunity of visiting 
the Archaeological Museum there so as to keep himself in touch with its develop- 
ment- 

1G, General. —The Curator was on tour for 83 days during the year. Of 
these, ha spent about half the number of days in the Mirznpur district and the 
rest in visiting places in the Fyzabod, Jaunpnr, Benares, Allahabad, Banda, 
Hamirpur, Jhansi, Cawnpore, Farrukhnbnd and Muttra districts. j u the 
Mirzapur district ho found many places of archaeological and ethnographic interest* 
At Shftrwa, Siur, Bijaigarh and Jnit he found inscriptions ranging from tho 12bh 
to 15th centuries, mostly worn-out, which had not previously been noticed. At 
Bivadvara, Mahau, Kanhara and Bhuiii he saw ruins of anoient temples scattered 
over here and there not described before. He visited some of the Kaithur rock- 
shelters, with hanuutito drawings. He examined some of the stony "circles near 
Saktesgarh whif h were believed to be prehistoric cemeteries, but which he found 
to enclose nothing. In all be copied some 15 inscriptions and brought back 42 
photographic negatives from his Lonm¬ 
in connection with the acquisition of ethnographical objects, the Supervisor 
of tho Museum visited Muttra and Benares, The taxidermist with another 
member of the staff was sent to Dungarpur, capital of the native abate of the same 
name in Kajputana, to take ohargo of the mammals presented by tho Darbar and 
despatch them carefully.

Museum, for the year ending 31st March, 1919. 

! , n ^ * 

1. Committee of Management ,—The personnel of tbs Committee remained 

unchanged daring the year. Of the members Mr. H. Nelson Wright remained at 
homo in connection with bis appointment at the Ministry of Munitions, but the 
Hou’ble Mr. R, Bum returned from long leave on 17tb November, 1918. 1 held the 

office of President almost throughout the year, except from 27tb October, 1918 to 
Utb March, 1919, when Messrs. L. M. Jopliug a ndC. A. Silbemd officiate^ in my 
place as Commissioner of Lucknow Division for periods of one month and three and 
a half mouths respectively. Mr. K, N Dikdrit remained Curator and Secretary up 
to 20th duly, 1918, when he was appointed to officiate as Superintendent, Archaeolo¬ 
gical Survey, Eastern Circle, Patna, for three months. He was relieved by Mr. 
Prayag Dayal, Supervisor, Provincial Museum, who was appointed officiating 
Curator in addition to his own duties- Mr. Dikshit took over charge again on 
2lst October, 1918, only to make it over again on 26tb idem to Si r. Prayag Dayal, 
who continued to officiate as Curator and Secretary for the remainder of the year. 

Towards the close of the year, the Committee was reconstituted by Govern¬ 
ment. Two Committee Meetings were held during the year, on 20th July, 
1918, and 7th February, 1919, respectively, at which the question of finding 
increased accommodation in tbo Ethnographic court, the ro-arrange meat of 
sculptures in Jaina and Buddhist sections and the acquisition of a collection of 
Kumaun butterflies were considered, besides other matters of a routine character. 

2. Establishment —The photographer-draftsman was on privilege leave 
for 18 days from 8th to 25th July, 1918. With effect from the 24th December, 1918, 
he has bean temporarily placed on deputation in tho office of the Superintendent, 
Archaeological Survey, Eastern Circle, Patna, a temporary hand being taken 
to fill up his place in the Museum. The scale of tho pay of peons was raised 
from 2 @ IU 8, 3 @ Es. 7, and 3 @ Rs. G, to 4 @ Its S and 4 @ IU 7. The pay 
of bhiahti and sweepers was increased from Es. 5 to Es. 0 each per mensem. 

3. Working of the Museum .—It is satisfactory to note that the progress 
ot the institution which was its characteristic feature .during the last five years 
has been fairly maintained and some useful work was done during the period 
under report. The Catalogue of Mughal ooina was brought up to date by the 
addition of the coins acquired during the last two years and its publication will bo 
au accomplished fact ere long, as a provision of Es 5,725 baa generously been 
made by tho Government for this purpose. Considerable progress was made 
by Mr. Prayag Day a l in listing Gupta aud Pathan coins. Plaster casts of GOO 
Mughal coins were prepared in connection with tho printing of the Catalogue 
of Mughal Coins and of about 225 Scindhia coins for the Gwalior State. But so 
far as the number of acquisitions is concerned, no notable advance could be made 
because of the unsettled state of business due to war which tended to keep 
back coins, mctaV images, and other articles from the market. For tho acquisition 
of archaeological objects no extensive tour ocmltl be made by the Officiating 
Curator as be was also in charge of his own duty as Supervisor. 

A marked feature of tho year was tho United Provinces War Exhibition 
which was held in tho Provincial Museum from the 27th January to 1st 
February, 1919. The Exhibition comprised 52 vivid naval paintings in colours 
illustrating various phases of tho ^Var at sea and forming a great record of 
tho British Fleet io the world-wide War. All the paintings wars provided 
with suitable trilingual labels containing full descriptions of subjects varying 
from battleships to trawlers and wore studiously read by visitors who seemed 
irrmengely interested in the pictures. Among many other scenes portrayed 
were the attack on Zeebrugge; airships and seaplanes used to destroy submarines; 
the nets in which they were on tangled and destroyers which overawed the crews. 
There were also a series of photographs of motor ambulances and launches 

bearing the names of various districts which contributed over Bs. 16,000 or the 
namefl^f Maharajas, etc., who individually bore their entire cost. Photographs' 
showing the interior arrangements of an ambulance train and specimens o^^rtifi- 
cates. infttub, etc,, granted to p >rsons for meritorious service in connectroa with 
the War were also displayed. The replica of a medal (since presented to the 
Museum by the Honblo Mr. R Burn, C.S.I., i.C.S.,) struck by the Germane to 
keep alive the recollection of tho glorious achievement of the German^ navy in » 
destroying tho Lusitania formed a most interesting exhibit. On the obverse of

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the jfaedal under “ No contraband ” there is a representation of the Lusitaipa 
» sinking and on the reverse under the legend " Business above all n the figure of 

* Death sits at the bookmg office of the Canard Lina and gives out tickets to 
paiHangers who refuse fo atfcend to the warning against submarines given by a 
German. Numerous other articles of comfort supplied by the United Provinces 

* Bed Cross organisation and a number of pamphlets. War Loan posters, and books, 

eto., issued for propaganda work by the United Provinces Publicity Committee 
were also suitably exhibited. / 

The Exhibition was open to the public free of charge and attracted 18,831 
visitors Some of the distinguished visitors included His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor, Sir John Campbell, Sir Verney Lovett, and the Hon’ble Mr. R. Burn. 
The Exhibition was a great success, due largely to the efforts and organising ability 
of Mr. Prayag Dayal. 

4 Education and research .—‘The Curator prepared a ribte on two copper¬ 
plate dated in Sam vat 1261 (A.D, 1205), found at Garrain Cbimtarpur State for 
publication in the Epigraph:a Indies. They record the gift of two villages for 
maintenance on acoount of death (orgi. •sj'S* f™) oa battlefield by Chandel.a 
kioa Trailokyav&rmaa, son and successor of the well-known king Parmamui, the 
la^t Hindu sovereign of Buodelkhaud. The donee is Rifit Samanta (Savauta) 
Great-Grandson of Riiit Banapala, grandson of Railt Sahanapala and son of Rifit 
Papa who was killed at KaWdmhft, when fighting with the " Turks ” (orgl. 
wtt'or h 4) or Muhammadans. Of the localities mentioned m tho plates 
Vadavuda the place of king's encampment has been identified with " Bedvada,*' 

south-east of Lai it pur. The village Kakadfidaha which was the scene ol battle 

may be identified with Kakarwa about 20 miles to the south-east of Lalitpur On 
the* round that it is referred to in another inscription as Kokaradaham the 
Vu&vadi region. The two villages give a are Lohasihani id the Vikraum 
territory and Kadoha in the Friuli territory of Kadoa near Garra, the place 
where tho copper-plates were found. The chief historical interest of these plates tea 
iu the fact that they enable us to follow the fortunes of the Chasdelba after 
their defeat it being dear now that Trailokyavarman did after all succeed to 
some extent in re-establishing the lost glories of his dynasty. The Curator 
prepared and sent for publication in the Numismatic Supplement three notes 
(1) on a gold mohar of Akbar, mint Jaunpur, 971 BL (2) on a fine silver Ni$ar 
of Shah Jahan, mint Akbarnagar, 1065 H., and (3) on a gold com of Chan- 
drasmpta II forming a new variety of archer type. . k

G Archaeahipj .—Like too preceding this yoarhas witnessed the acquisition 
of some rare sculptures and other object* of antiquarian vane. The coll cotton 
It ei'cht Gandhara and four Magadha sculptures generously presented to the 
Museum by the Trustees of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, though mostly 
fonriSa of fragmentary images was a welcome addition to tho Buddhist section 
wherein Gandhi art had been poorly represented by two fragmentary statues. 
Tb A , 03t interesting of the Gaodhira pieces represents au image o a standing 
Buddta with missing hands. Above tho Urffd on the forehead is a large hollow 
which originally must have been oroamented with a precious jewel. 1 he pedestal 
show3 thenro fire altar with two worshippers; standing id adoration on either side. 
This together with the calm expression, fine drapery, and general finish rank the 
sculpture among tho finest productions of the school. 
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• Among the Magadha sculptures is an imago of crowndd Buddha seattld 
inside a mche in a teaching attitude {Dharmaduikra mudrai On top is a Dhyanl ^ 
Buddha and on the pedestal two doors are represented with a wheel between’' 
which leave no shadow of doubt as to the identity of the tfitaiu figure which though 
ciowned must be a Buddha. Such representations of Buddha though rare are 
not unknown in the Magadba school.' , * 

Nest comes a fragment from an image of Avalokitesvara showing Hayagma 
standing with his left hand resting over a cudgel (EJtaUeOng) and . wearing a 
Brahmanical thread of snakes. The attributes are faithfully depicted. The 1ock3 
of hair rise in flames, the right hand with the first finger is up-raised iu vinUa 
madrti. The general pose is threatening. To the Brabmanical section was added 
an image of Vishnu from Surtagadh, district Basil, the only piece yet required 
from the district. Resembling in fabric and workmanship the medieval sculptures 
of Gorakhpur it has a peculiar interest of its own in so far as it depicts only four 
out of the ten incarnations (avatars) of Vishnu which are generally carved 
round the main figure. The Boar and the Buddha appear prominently on the 
right and the Manlion and the Kalki on the left. Of the two attendants standing 
on either aide, one holds a fly whisk aud the other a snake ? 

Among other objects of general interest may be mentioned a gold amulet in 
two pieces portraying a scone from Krishna's childhood, a silver ornamental badge 
(pa rtf a) worn by Oudh Kings, and a brass astrolabe used for measuring the 
meridian of the sun and tho moon and for observing the position of stars. 

7. Numismatics.— The coin cabinet was enriched by the addition of 243 
coins, of which eleven were purchased from Museum funds and two hundred and 
thirty-two presented by Provincial Governments and other individuals named in 
appendix B, Tho eleven coins purchased consist of a gold mohnr of Akbar, Jaun- 
pur mint, a copper coin of Satymitra, and nine silver Indo-Greek coins represent¬ 
ing rare types of Helmetcd Heliokies, Strata, and Strato Agathoktoia. Among the 
coins acquired as gifts were 12 gold, 188 silver, and 32 copper or billon. The 
gold coins include three Gatlgeya-deva, four Govinda Chandradeva, two Mughals, 
and one each of the E. I. Co., (in the name of Shah Alim II), Madras Star pagoda, 
and Mysore coin of Krishna Raja. 

The silver coins include 16 punch marked, four Vigrahapula dram mas, 28 
Patbaus (Muhammad III ibn Tughlak and Slier Shah), 5 Bengal rulers 
(Ghias-ud'dfn Mahmud, 'Alauddin Husain Shah, Nadruddin Najrat Shiih), 
127 Mughals (Akbar, Jahangir, Jahangir-Nurjahin, Shah Jabfin, Shah Shaja 1 , 
Aurangzob/ Jahandar Shih, Farrukljslyar, Rafia'-d-darjat, Shah Jahan II, 
Muhammad Shah, Ahmad Shah Bahadur, Shah Alum II), and 8 miscellaneous. 
The copper coins represent 20 PaLhans (‘Aliiuddin Muhammad Shah II, GhiyaS- 
uddin Tughlaq I, Muhammad III ibn Tu^hlaq) and 12 miscellaneous. A replica 
of a medal struck by the Germans illustrating the sinking of the Lusitania 
described in paragraph 3 hag kindly been presented to the Museum by the Hon’ble 
Mr. R. Burn.

During the year 31 cases of Treasure Trove were dealt with. There 
were 3,461 coins (321 gold, 772 silver, and 2,368 oopper or billon). Of these all 
but 80 silver coins of the East India Company wore sent to Mr* Campbell for 
examination. Coins came from 23 districts, viz,, Meerut, Aligarh, Muttra, 
Moradabnd, Shahjabanpur, Bareilly, Farm kbabad, Fatohpur, Allahabad, Benarea, 
Gorakhpur, Basti, Kao Bareli, Sitapur, Sultanpur, Banda, Jatmpur, Azamgarb, 
Naini Tal, Unno, Hardoi, Partabgarh, aud Bara Rankt, the last eight districts 
reporting two cases each.

The bulk of the coins are Pathan billon and Mughal silver. Of the former 
none are of any rarity. A fthabjahan square area rupee of Ujiirt, an Ahmad Sliah 
rupee of Qanauj, and Shah Alam II rnpeo of Asafuagar, 0isauli, Muh&mmatfnagar, 
Tauda, Mtwtafabad, and Nasrulkknagar are the only ones with a pretence to 
rarity. A number of Moradabad rupees of dates 1190 to 1193 A. EL were 
found. Our latest date hitherto published for this mint is 1189- A aiivor rupee 
of Muhammad bin Tughlak, similar to Indian Museum Catalogue no. 321 but with 
its reverse in a square area and the names of the successors on the segments is of 
a new type. Tbs margin is unfortunately too defective to give the mint, Two 
other rupees of this Sultan in the same bud—one of Satgaaw and one of Delhi of 
typo Thomas ISO—are somewhat uncommon. 

The finds therefore produced very little of interest during the yoar. 

The coins sent for sale at Lucknow arc mostly for distribution to 

Native States. An inspection of the catalogue of those States which have 
answered our request shows that no State has a collection of any value; 

most collections arc un arranged, and many of them have no coins save 

those they have obtained from us. The Lucknow Museum has received no coin 
from a Native State under the Government of India scheme, so the arrangement 
is a vary one-sided one. There is in my opinion no justification for giving the 
Durbars priority over private collectors, as we now have to do. 

Hitherto it has been customary to allot for sale at Lucknow coins of 
numismatic value irrespective of whether they have been confiscated as 

unreported Treasure Trove, or arc paid for by Government when properly 
reported. In future I think only the former should be taken for sale as there is 
littlo justification for Government spending money for the benefit of the Darbars 
from whom wc get nothing in return, 

If this suggestion is approved it wilt bo necessary to ask District Officers 
when sending up oases to state if the find has been or is being confiscated or not. 

The Catalogue of the Mughal cabinet has been brought up to date by 
Mr. Drown. Government having now allotted the necessary funds, Mr. Campbell 
will arrango for its publication by the Clarendon Press during the ensuing year. 

The Curator has mado considerable progress in preparing working 
catalogues of the Gupta and Pathan coins and will shortly deal with the ancient 
ones. 

9. Natural ZZtsfory.—Tbe most instructive and useful addition is a loan 
collection of birds’ eggs made by Mr. W. H. Mathews of the Indian Police 
Department. It is neatly labelled, arranged, and eshibited inside a show case. 
It consists of 129 varieties, of which a few arc rare, Mr. W. E, M, Campbell, 
kindly sent us an eagle to replace au old specimen. Two largo show cases 
* were provided to accommodate most of the mammals presented last year by Elis 
Bigk^ess the M aha raw a I Sahib Bahadur of Dungarpur, Raj pu tana. These cases 
will, hoover, be provided with glass as soon as it can be had a little cheaper. 
Tho section is a very popular one and ibis desirable that some of the time-worn 
Ecological and biological specimens displayed sbould.be renewed and re-labelled and 
the section kept in good order, as long as it forms an integral part of the 
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10. Picture gallery .—Two paintings were purchased (rom^ruseum finds. 
One represents tbo portrait of Skahzadi Turan and the otherVtkat of. Raoi , 

.Lakshfliibai. These pictures have some ethnographic interest as alrowing the Vt 
and Manners of the period belonging to about the middle of last century. t 

To economise wall space required for the expansion ^ the Ethnographic 
court, five revolving stands havo been provided for displaying photographs which 
were so far exhibited on glazed stands placed against wall. The stands consist 
of four frames which swing on the central revolving shaft and provide suSicient 
room for the display of 1G photograph a of fair size, 

11. Ethnograp he Ethnographic court, started in the year 1014, has 
developed considerably. Tbo entire southern gallery originally allotted for it 
having beer! filled up. the section is expanding in tho corresponding northern 
gallery. Additional room is also being arranged for by converting the verandah 
above the main portico into a room. Three wall oases measuring 9 r ilrxl 1 7* 
x r i f *1" have been provided for display of new exhibits. 

Tbo additions number 61, of which 50 were purchased and 5 presented. 
They may be classed under musical instruments, puppet show figures, clay models 
of religious sects, head dresses, and accoutrements of aborigines. Of the musical 
instrumen ts two, a tnurchang and the other a gtlnun, arc particularly interesting. 
Tbe former is a simple steel instrument resembling the upper half of a trident. 
It is played by a peculiar movement of the lips and fingers which vibrate against 
the left upper lip and results in shearing oil the moustache. The latter is a 
stringed instrument resembling somewhat the modern harp by which it has 
probably been misted and has now becomo obsolete. It is a resounding 
semicircular hollow played by a plectrum (jaodri) and is productive of a 
melodious high-pitched music. 

The set of Knlhputli figures used in the Indian puppet show has probably 
some historic interest inasmuch as tbe play attempts to depict a scene at Ah bar’s 
court probably in commemoration of the even-handed justice of the Great Emperor 
and the inimitable natural wit of BirbaL The figures are made of papiermache 
and cloth which have no pretentious to art, Bui the interest and peculiarity of 
tb& play lies chiefly in their movement on the stage by tbe dexterous manipula¬ 
tion of the juggler with the aid of invisible hair which never fads to excite the 
admiration of spectators. This play is becoming more or leas obsolete aud is now 
confined only to some isolated families in Lucknow and perhaps elsewhere in the 
Province. 


As for the dress and accoutrements of primitive tribes, the Curator during 
his tour in Gorakhpur district visited the tracts inhabited by Thar us along the 
Nepal frontier. He collected some tjpical ornaments which compared with 
those from Ehateiua, district Pilibhit (collected some years ago) show that the 
Thorns inhabiting Gorakhpur Tarai are more advanced in civilization than their 
brethren in Pilibhit district. Three old anklets—one of load aud two of bronze— 
presented by the Collector of Gorakhpur arc very interesting. Probably they were 
onco worn by ancient XhaniB, A sec of 15 turbans showing various styles of 
head-drosses made at Muttra, two copper yant ms or charms for propitiating godk 
from Benares, and .six clay models illustrating religious Beets of srtdhus from 
Lucknow were ahu added to the section. Two life-size models of the aboriginal 
tribe of Majhwar inhabiting South Htrzapur wore under preparation. Naturally 
this section attracts moat lively interest among visitors and has contributed largely 
towards regaining the popularity which the Museum lost during the period of its 
re-organization.

13. Visits—Hh(s total number of visitors was 149,2193 (including 2,534 par- 
danashin lading a figure which is the highest on record since the re-organization of 
then Museum in 1911. Coin pared with last year, there h an increase of 15,334 
which *19 partly due to the influx of visitors during the Exhibition week and 
partly to the growing interest of the people. Among eminent and distinguished 
visitors may be mentioned the Hon’bio Sir Spencer Harcourt Butter, K.C.S.L, 
C.LE., Lieutenant-Governor of the United Provinces; Sir Marc Aurel Stein, 
KC.LE., Ph-D j Litt., D.Sc., Superintendent, Archaeological Survey, Frontier 
Circle ; Rai Bahadur Days* Ram Sabni, M.A., Superintendent, Hindu and Bud- 
dhiat c Monvimenta, N.C., and G. R. Kayo, Esq., of the Bureau of Education, Simla. 

14, Finance!. —Tho receipts of the year dorived partly by municipal con¬ 
tributions and partly by sale of grass, photos, coins, etc, amounted to Rs. 253 
and the expenditure to Es- 13,030. Deducting receipts from expenditure the 
net cost to Government of maintaining the institution during the year amounts 
to Ra. 12,927. 

16. Sftrnath and other Local Museums-— The. Curator visited Sarnatb 
Archaeological Museum twice in hi3 capacity of Honorary Curator: once in 
November" and a second time in March. During his first visit he assisted the 
Curator of Hyderabad Museum who was deputed there by His Exalted Highness 
the Nizam’s Government to study monuments and relics at Saruath, Under the 
expert guidance of Rai Bahadur Days Ram Salmi, M.A., Superintendent, Hindu 
and Buddhist Monuments, N-O., the Sarnath Museum is b a flourishing condition 
and is steadily expanding by the additions of finds from excavations on the site 
which among other objects have recently yielded a series of stone stupas. The 
United Provinces Government have sanctioned the entertainment of an educated 
custodian for the care of Sarnath Museum. The Curator inspected tho Fyzabad 
Museum and made some usef^ suggestions. He prepared some labels for 
zoological specimens and recommended their re-arrangement on scientific lines. 

16. General.—The Curator was out for 62 days on tour during the year 
under review. He visited Hardwar, Muttra, Fysabad, Benares, Basil, Gorakhpur, 
and Calcutta. At Easfri the Curator Vas informed of the existence of an image of 
Vishnu at Surtagadh, about 12 miles north of Basti, by Huns hi Girjanaqdtm, Super- 
vigor Qanungo, Basti. The image on inspection appeared to be of sufficient archaeo¬ 
logical interest and was acquired through tho kindness and exertions of the Collec¬ 
tor. It may he mentioned that the interest and services of Mimshi Girjanatidaa 
in this connection deserve appreciation. In Gorakhpur district the Curator 
visited certain places to study Than is vho inhabited certain tappas of the tahsil 
and collected a few typical ornaments and other objects of Ethnographic interest. 
In February he was deputed for about a week to tho Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
to inspect tho spare Gandhira fragments and select a few for the Provincial 
Museum, Lucknow. A dozen sculptures wore selected and secured including three 
raro ones which have already been described in paragraph 6. The thanks of my 
Committee arc due to the Trustees of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, for thuir
